producing this ribbon were the result of the un 
conquerable purpose and long determined experi 
ments of Mr. F. S. Webster, now president of this 
company. Mr. Webster's initial work and manu 
facture of ribbons was in the little basement of 
his house in Malden 

From the start the Star Brand Non-Filling 
Typewriter Ribbon was considered a wonderful in 
vention and a great innovation and advance over 
the muddy, dirty ribbons which all operators had 


been obliged to endure until that time. It was 
with Mr. Webster, however, as with many inven 
tors of good articles, very hard sledding. as he 
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had no capital and had to be his own financier,

Messrs. Eager 
and Webter thought that here they would have 
ample room to make ali of the ribbons they could 
ever sell In this case they were too modest in 
the estimation of their own capabilities and of 
the merit of the article which they were manu- 
facturing, -and in a short time were compelled 
again to move their plant, this time to No. 332 
Congress stret, where they leased a large six-story 
building Again they did not realize the extent 
of the possibilities of their growth, for to-day this 
building is outgrown, and large spaces in adjoin- 
ing properties are leased, requiring at the present 
time a capital of over $500,000.00 to carry on the 
business 
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The purchase of a large paper mill for the pur- 
pose of making their own tissue demanded so

Shortly after the typewriter ribbon business was 
well established, other lines of typewriter supplies 
were added. Carbon papers for all purposes have 
been perfected to the highest degree and this firm 
markets to-day over 1,000 different varieties and 
have a manufacturing capacity of millions of 
sheets a month 

Stamp pads and all kinds of pad and duplicat- 
ing inks, typewriters and typewriter repair parts 
and platens are now among their specialties. 

The Webster company maintains branches in 
New York, Chicago, Philadelphia, Pittsburg, Lon- 
don, Paris, and Berlin, and has sales agencies in 
every prominent city of the United States and in 
nearly all the large cities of the world.

A WORLD’S FAIR. 


There is a World’s Fair being conducted 
in the near vieinity of Forest Park. I have 
shed the light of my illustrious presence there 
several times, and expect to repeat the per- 
formance several times before December Ist. 
The fair is not of tremendous interest to me, 
for, having traveled much, have seen the real 
thing. This fair is like all the other univer- 
sal expositions, with an exaggeration in every 
particular, including the sandbagging. The 
chief difficulty (or one of the chief diffieul- 
ties, for there are lots of them) is the walking 
necessary. If it were a straight jault of ten 
or fifteen miles, one would not mind. But 
the weaving and twisting and turning, a 
pedestrianic Lodore in short, is wearisome.

In my opinion the universal exposition of 
the future will eliminate all wearisome physi- 
eal exertion. It will be held in a large hall 
or a theatre, and a kinetoscope will show ev 
erything offered for exhibition. Of course this 
will demand the perfection of a kinetoscope, 
whose pictures do not wabble nor strain the 
eye. Spectators could then sit at their ease 
and the moving pictures could earry out the 
illusion of walking through the Agricultural 
Building and seeing the corn exhibit from 
Nebraska, the farm implements manufactured 
in Paterson, N. J., the horticultural exhibit 
from Pittsburg, the delineation of educational 
methods as pursued in Cheyenne, Wyo., the 
display of fireworks from Ubidam, N. Y., the 
progress of astronomy as achieved in Posey 
ville, Ind., the latest development in surgery 
from Lansing, Mich.; in the foreign section 
Japan would show how a fierce, wild bear is 
subdued and taught to dance, and Emperor 
Wilhelm could show the hat that his grand- 
daddy wore; another picture would show a 
bustle that Queen Victoria wore; Rome would 
contribute a cigarette stump from the late 
lamented Caius Julius Cesar, and Chieago 
would throw in a hymnbook from that skate, 
demented Elijah Dowie. Oh yes, these mov- 
ing pietures would enable the spectators to 
see everything without the crowding and the 
justling of the present method afoot. The 
orchestra could supply the incidental music 
or it eould be found advisable to use a 
mechanical orchestrion.
